ed by the whole people and not by any 
group. 


Applause repeatedly interrupted the 


address. Tho crowd liked particularly 
the president's declaration that Amer-x 
tear) principles must he vindicated in 
the country's foreign relations which 
apparently was interpreted as 
refer- 


ring to the-Mexican .situation.

time, however, did Mr. Wilson

tion Mexico or any foreign nation di- 
rectly.

' "In the second place; that America, 
the country that we put first in our 
thoughts, should be ready in 
every 


point of policy and of action to vin- 
dicate at whatever cost the principles 
of liberty, of justice, and of humanity 
to which we have been devoted from 
the first.

"I believe, and this Is the reason I 


am a Democrat, not merely with a big 
D, but with a little d, I am all kinds 
of a democrat, so far as I can dis- 
cover; but the root of the whole busi- 
ness is this—that I believe in the pa- 
triotism and energy and Initiative o£ 
the average man. Some men say they 
believe in it, but when they act they 
show 'they do not.

"I was not referring to any.individ-

"I feel perfectly safe in the hands 


of the average body of my fellow citi- 
zens. Tou are bound to feel safe in 
their hands. If they do not believe in 
you, you cannot sell anything. If they do 
not believe,in you, you cannot conduct 
your business. 
Your vitality comes 


from them to you; it does not go from 
you to them. The theory of govern- 
ment which I decline to subscribe to 
is that, the vitality of the nation comes 
out of closeted councils, where a few- 
men determine the policy of the coun- 
try."So, gentlemen, I feel at home in 
this company, not because I advertise, 
but because I have got principles that 
I am perfectly willing to expose -to 
the public vie\v, and because I want 
to express my sympathy with, not oniy, 
but my admiration for a body of men 
who think It is worth while to get 
together in order to tell tho truth. 


Truth (lie Emnnclpntor 


"The only thing that set any man 


free, \the only thing that ever set any 
nation free, is the truth. • A man that 
is afraid of the truth is afraid of tho 
law of life. A man that does not love 
(he truth is in the way of decay and 
of failure, and 1 believe that If you 
will just let the vitality that is in 
you run beyond the confines of the 
businesses that you may be interest- 
ed in, you will presently feel that in- 
finite reward, as if the red blood of .a 
whole nation came surging back into 
your own veins. 


"Can you imagine, my fellow coun- 


trymen, a more inspiring thin£ than to 
belong to a free nation and make your 
way among men. everyone of whom 
has the right and the opportunity to 
say what ho thinks.

abundantly sl^vn you. not to make a 
formal speech—if I could show you 


somo of the things I have been obliged 
to do before I came here you would 
know that I could not possibly make a 
speech up—but merely to show my 
profound Interest in a body of men 
who are not only devoted to business, 
but devoted to ideals. 
"Business is all right so long as it

celebration.

Those who went np in the bal- 
loon with Prof. Allen were 
Messrs. 


Fred P. Marble, Frank Puffer, I. H. 
Sternberg of tho News and Michael 
Fahey. 


After a voyage through the air for 
about an hour at a height of three 
miles,-the aeronauts found that there 
was no alternative but an immediate 
descent, or the risk ot alightins? among 
the houses of Newburyport, or else in 
the ocean. A strip was torn from the 
side of the balloon, letting it dawn 
with dangerous rapidity and consid- 
erably shaking up the occupants. 


The balloon rebounded and under the 


influence of a stiff, breeze tore across 
nearly two miles of a rough country, 
dragging the occupants of the basket 
over- trees, wire fences and other ob- 
structions. When the airship came to 
a standstill the occupants of the bas- 
ket were found in.a heap covered with 
scratches and bruises.

ATTACK

FOS1T1OXS EAST OF HILL 304 


BY GERMANS 


PARIS, June 30, 12.30 p. m.—In a ter- 


rific attack upon the French positions 
east of Hill 304, in the Verdun sector, 
the Germans captured a fortified work 
in the first line of the French trenches 
after the garrison had been literally 
burled under a storm 
of shells. The 


position was recaptured by a brilliant 
French counter attack, ncording to an 
official statement issued by the French 
war office today. 


The Germans also delivered a power- 


ful attack on the French positions in 
Avocourt wood and west of Hill 304, 
but all their efforts are 
declared 
to 


have been checked with heavy losses 
to tho attackers. 
Considerable activ- 


ity is reported on the front from Nicu- 
port to the Aisne. 


The text of the communication fol- 


lows: 


"In Belgium last night at about 11 


o'clock, following a preparatory artil- 
lery fire, German 
forces attacked a 


salient of our line not far from the 
road between NIcuport and Lombaerts- 
yde. A counter-attack was at 
once 


delivered which drove the enemy out of 
one section of trench where they had 
gained a footing. 
Between 
Chaulncs 


and Roye ;a strong German reconnoi- 
tering party, caught under our fire, was 
dispersed before it 
could 
reach 
oar 


trenches. 


"Between the Oise and the Aisne two 


other German patrols also were dis- 
persed in like manner, one in front of 
Quennevieres and the other at a point 
to the northeast oC Vingre. 


"In the Champagne district a' minor 


attack of the enemy with hand gre- 
nades upon our advanced posts to the 
west of Butte de Mesnil was 
easily 


repulsed. 


"On the left bank of the river Metise 


the Germans, last night increased their 
offensive activity against our positions 
stretching 
from Avocourt wood to a 


point to the east of Hill 3<H. I hey di- 
rected upon the principal salients of 
cur line a series of very violent at- 
tacks. The?e were preceded by Intense 
bombardments and accompanied by the 
throwing of flaming liquids. 
Between 


Avorourt wood and Hill 304 all their 
endeavors were broken by our fire, 
which inflicted heavy losses upon them. 


"To the east of Hill 304. after several 


fruitless assaults the enemy succeeded 
in taking possession of fortified work 
in our first line, the garrison of which 
had been literally buried by the Ger- 
man bombardment. 
At about 4 o'clock 


in the morning a 
brilliant 
counter- 


attack on the part of-our troops .re- 
sulted in our again becoming masters 
of. this work. 


''On the right bank of the river the 


bombardment has been very spirited in 
the sectors to the north of Souvlllc anc 
Tavanncs particularly in the region of 
Chenois. Tho re was no infantry fighi- 
iiig at these points."

"unconsc.lous - victims to hospitals and 
physicia'ns' homes. 
; The scenes at the picnic struck ter- 
Tor Into those who were preesnt.

ihort half-hour after lunch time—at 
about 2.30—people were seen to be- 
come dizzy, and finally fall 
to 
the 


ground. Two persons who rushed to a 
•telephone fell as they spoke into the 
receiver. 


The children ranged in age from 6 to 


.^15. Among the dangerously ill are sev 
.eral of the Sunday 
school teachers 


and numerous aged v/omcn. 
; The cause of the catastrophe is gen- 
erally admitted to have been chopped 
Jiam sandwiches, which were general- 
ly served to the picnickers. The ham, 
Jt was'said, had been home cooked at 
the house of one of the women of the 
Sunday school, whose own children 
mere among the picnickers.

Shillitani Executed for 


Murder of Two> New 


York Policemen 


OSS1N1NG, N. 
Y., June 30.—Oresta 


Shillitani was executed In the Sing Sing 
prison this morning for the murder 
three years ago of [wo New York po- 
licemen, who were attempting to ar- 
rest him for killing a man in a quairel 
about a girl. 


KhlUitani made no pretense of insan- 


ity during his trial but became appar- 
ently crazed with terror in the death- 
house a few wcclts ago when two other 
prisoners were executed, smashed the 
furnishings in his cell and beat on the 
bars of the door and begged to be set 
tree. 


A week ago he obtained possession 


of a revolver, fatally shot one of the 
keepers in the deathhouse and wounded 
another. Talcing the keys to the death- 
house doors from them, he escaped to 
the prison yard,, and, stripping oft his 
clothing, swam around the end of the 
prison wall which extends 
into 
ihc 


Hudson river. He went straight to thu 
Ossining hospital, demanded admission 
and was returned to prison. 


Appeals were made to the governci 


on the ground that Shillitani was In- 
sane but he declared the prisoner was 
sane and declined to Interfere. 


ShilUtani went to the electric chair 


without resistance and before his death 
made a short statement, saying he was 
sorry he killed the prison keeper and 
declaring 
that his "brain 
was 
not 


right."

DEATH OF LESTER LBROY JACQUES 


NOT DUE TO CRIMINAL NEGLI- 


GENCE 


The finding on the inquest into the 


death of Lester LeRoy Jacques, who 
was killed by being thrown from a mo- 
tor car on the tracks of the Boston & 
Maine railroad in Dunstable on April 
3. has beep submitted by Judge John 
J. Pickman. Jacques sustained a frac- 
ture of the skull and died shortly after 
the accident. 


Tlie finding concludes as follows: 
"I flnd that on Monday, the third 


day of April last past in the after- 
noon of that day, that Lester LeRoy 
Jacques, while in the course of his em- 
ployment as a workman in the service 
of the Boston & Maine railroad, in the 
town of Dunstablc, riding in a motor 
car, by reason of 
the 
derailment of 


said motor car, that was caused by 
the falling therefrom of an iron bar 
that is used in making repairs, 
fell 


from said car and sustained injuries 
thereby that caused bis death.- 


"I find that there was negligence In 


operating the car without the use of 
proper safeguards to prevent the pinch 
bar from falling from the car. 


"I find that there was not such gross 


negligence in the respect stated as to 
make the said Boston &.
